Railroad, is the attractive town of Waialua. It has a 
beautiful park, containing a great variety of trees and 
shrubs, artistically laid out with rustic bridges and other 
ornamentation. The country around is fert le and 
abounds in fields of rice and sucar and taro patches. As 
far back as 1830, Waialua had a school with a department 
for manual tiaining. 
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
